— Bishop Ramuel
Fallows, presiding bishop of the Re-
formed Episcopal Church, famous 08

died at 4:30 o'elock this morming at his

Not only did he daily
carey on the manifold dutles of his
parish—preaching, ehristening, marry-
irg. burying, visiting the sick and
needy—but he found time to write and
edit almost g score of books and connt-
loxs nrtigles, to address regularly many
patriotic bodies, serve as the supreme
head of his ehureh, the Reformed Fpis-
copal, in the North American conti-
nent; funetion on many committees,
hiold numerous trusteeships, propagan- |
dize naotively nt Washington when that i
wngs neadod, and walk no less than two !
miles each day of the yvenr for exercige,

A eurious inztanee of Bishop Fallows'
penchinnt  for diseovering  the truth
pragmatically was his establshment in
1907 of 0 “home soloon,'' as he ecalled |
it, in Chicagn devoted to the selling of |
temperanes drinks.  To prove that soft
drinks ecoulid be sold profitably and to
the very men who frequented saloons,
the Tishop put in coffee, chocolute,
grape juice and the like:; he nllowsd
smoking. For two years the place did a
profitnble business,

The DBishop, convinced that a non-
nleoholic substitute for bheer could be
found, spent lurge sums hiring the best
chemists to discover the formula for
sieh  fluid; but every bevernge they
coneocted sooner or later developed al-
vohol by fermentation,

Mennwhile the “‘saloon'” had become
a meeen for visitors from all over the
globe, who eame to see the refreshment
parlor conducted under such auepices
by o famous man of the churel, Fineliy,
Lis theory vindiented, the Bishop sold
out the enterprise,
